Falling leuves, deepening color In 
the woods and darkening evenings give 
notice of the preparations of Mother 
Nature for her winter’s rest and recupe- 
ration, says a writer In the Port An- 
geles Herald.

dried. In primitive storage. The ani- 
mals knew nil uhout It then, and still 
reullze the dunger of the season. Birds 
und bensts of the entahle sort grow 
shy when the lengthening nights und 
shortening duys heruld the coming of 
winter! But the beusts of prey, like 
the men, ure out hunting. They also 
need their stores, nnd In order to get 
them their muscles grow taut, their 
cIuwb sharp and their couts very cleun 
and glossy, so thut the creatures they 
hunt muy have difficulty In scenting 
their approuch. 



It was reported that "devil ships” 
were used in modern warfare. These 
"devil ships" are another of those an- 
cient ways of lighting of which so 
many, like mortars and hand grenades, 
have been revived in the fighting on 
the continent. 

A "devil ship” Is a ship that has 
been filled with explosives which dis- 
charge either by means of a fuse, or 
clockwork, or when the ship lilts an- 
other ship or obstacle. They were em- 
ployed us long ago as 1585 by the 
Dutch, when the prince of Purina be- 
sieged Antwerp. In those days they 
were sent down the river to explode 
against a wooden bridge built by the 
defenders of Belgium’s most Important 
city. The "devil ships” used by the 
Germans were exploded by means of 
clockwork. 

They mustn’t be mixed up with fire 
ships, also used by the Uermun sol- 
diers. These ships ure usuully filled 
with dry wood smothered In pitch, oil, 
mid other inflammable muteriul, and 
when Bred are sent drifting ngulnst 
any defense work or ships of the 
enemy.

PUSH SOUTH AFRICAN TRADE 



Government of Country Believes New 
Avenues of Commerce May Be 
Opened After the War. 



The agricultural societies ot South 
Africa, ulong with government offi- 
cials In a semiofficial cupucity, ure 
at present studying the London mar- 
ket as It will be eventuully affected 
by the results of the wur, believing 
that u new avenue of commerce will 
be opened for South Africa farm pro- 
duce. Committees huve been appointed 
to Inquire whether Cupe Colony will, 
for example, be uble to compete with 
the ranching enterprises of Liebig In 
the Argentine and in Australia. Some 
experiments are being tried in the 
wuy of shipping eggs to London/ The 
deuiund bus gone up seriously within 
the lust few weeks, owing to the cer- 
tain shortage In Russia, Denmark und 
Switzerland. By standardizing quan- 
tities and qualities the farmers hope 
to get at leust u slice of the Interna- 
tional trade. The government will en- 
couruge every effort in this direction 
— a sidelight upon the war that ap- 
peals to the Boers In the Wynberg und 
other districts of Cupe Colony. 






SHIPS COMMAND HIGH PRICES 



Rise in Values of All Kinds of Steam, 
era Since Outbreak of War Haa 
Been Enormoua. 



Extraordinary figures hnve recently 
been fetched by ateamers, especially 
smaller and older steamers, thut the 
admiralty does not covet for Its own 
use, states the London Economist. For 
Instance, a small steamer of 350 tons 
gross, built In 1904, nnd sultuble only 
for the coasting and continental trade, 
chunged hands a short time back ut 
115,000, tlie price working out at 
more than £40 u ton gross and £100 u 
ton net In peuce times. If she hud sold 
for £12 a ton she would hnve mnde a 
good enough barguin for her owners, 
so that the rise In her value Is quite 
funtustlc. Under such conditions own- 
ers are naturally tempted to sell their 
property and keep the money J^y them 
to be Invested In shipping when prices 
fall. So long as the ships are not sold 
out of the country no objection cun be 
taken, and It Is significant thut the big 
fleet of the London. & Northern com- 
pany was recently sold outright at a 
price that guve the shareholders a pre- 
mium of 450 per cent on their holdings, 
and left enongh over to compensate the 
manugers to the extent of £200,000.

Color In Lighting. 

The Importance of color In lighting, 
which seems to have been little con- 
sidered, was dwelt upon by M. Luck- 
lesh, In a lute paper to the American 
Illumiuuting Engineers’ society. The 
eye Is synthetic, giving color sensa- 
tions from mixtures of light of differ- 
ent wave lengths. Colored lights may 
differ In hue, depending on wave 
length, In saturation and purity, duu 
to the presence or admixture of white 
light, and In luminosity, varying with 
Intensity. Color mixtures may he meas- 
ured from the contained primary col- 
ors — such as red, green and blue. The 
, colors near the red end of the spec- 
trum, especially suitable for rooms of 
northern exposure, give an effect of 
wurinth ; colors near the violet end ure

The recent death of Sir Alexander 
Simpson, the famous Edinburgh doc- 
tor. brings to mind the wonderful dis- 
covery of his uncle, Sir James Simp- 
son, Ids predecessor as professor of 
midwifery in the chair of Edinburgh 
university. Sir James, If not actually 
the discoverer of chloroform, was ut 
any rate, the first to introduce its em- 
ployment as an anesthetic into sur- 
gical practice. This was in 18-18. 

Previously all operations were per- 
formed without anesthetics, the pa- 
tient being drugged with whisky and 
held down by strong men while tim op- 
eration was performed. No medical 
discovery ever did more to alleviate 
human suffering. 

Sir James is genet-ally given credit 
for the actual discovery of chloro- 
form, hut lr Is stated In some works 
that it was discovered some years pre- 
vious to his first experiments by an 
American doctor named Guthrie and 
by a French physician named Sou- 
beirnn. In any cuso it was Doctor 
Simpson who proved its great value 
as an anesthetic, and the room in 
which he made his first experiment 
still exists in Edinburgh. 

The story goes that he tried the 
chloroform on himself and two medi- 
cal friends. They proved its ellicucy 
by simultaneously fulling beneath the 
table. Sir James had considerable 
prejudices to overcome before chloro- 
form vvus adopted generally by the 
medical profession, it being denounced 
jtt one time us dangerous to health, 
| murids and religion.

HOW TREES BECOME FREAKS 



The drying of fresh sugar-beet pulp, 
thereby transforming it into what Is 
called "sugslr flour,” is now being un- 
dertaken in northern France as a com- 
mercial proposition. The purpose of 
this process Is much the same us'the 
desiccation of potatoes, which has been 
described In Popular Mechanics Maga- 
zine, namely, to eliminate the moisture 
from the vegetable matter so us to re- 
duce Its weight and make it possible 
to preserve part of all of the food 
I value for some time. This new sugar 
I flour has u certain amount of sweet- 
ness and ran be used In cases where 
pure sugar is not required, as, for ex- 
ample, in certuiu brewing processes, 
in making special breads, feeding stock, 
and the like.

Foresters 
toll questioners that In the ense of trees 
In naiuntuliious country and other sec- 
tions of suovv where the snowfall Is 
heavy, the weight of snow Is responsi- 
ble In many instances for the queer 
twists they assume. When a tree is 
young, the weight of snow tlmt fulls on 
its brunches often bends the trunk over 
until it Is flattened to the ground. 
Sometimes It is hurled under six or 
eight feet of snow and held in that 
position so long that when warm 
weather comes the tree falls to spring 
back Into its normal position. The 
summer sun causes the lip of the 
young tree to turn upward and If It 
manages to withstand the weight of 
the snow of the next winter, that por- 
tion of the tree will, as u general rule, 
continue to grow in a normal way.

A curious tree stands on the top ol 
Tunnel bill, Johnstown, Pa., about four 
miles from town. It Is a sugar muffle 
about one hundred years old, which 
has prolonged Its own life hy grafting 
a branch Into a much younger tree.
